The enemy, who was, no doubt, apprifed of this 
circumitance, attacked the Ruffian arshy on the 25th, 
at a vety early four in the morning : A brifk attack of 
mufguetry was heard on. our left in the neighbourhood 
of Wallithofen, accompanied by a cannoaade on our 
right, which appeared to proceed from the neighbour- 
hood of Baden. 

‘I'he attack on our left was intended merely for the 
purpofe of drawing the attention from the truce point $ 
and the enemy pafied the Limmat in great force in the 
neighbourhood of, Weinengeu, between Zurich and 
Baden. . x 

By this manceuvre they broke the line in that quar- 
ter, cut of from the army the eight battalions under 
the command of Gererals Markof and Durafof, who

of artillery, attacked with great vigout the troops in

‘ceeded to the cornmand of the army, having refolved, 
in confequence of the lofs he had fultained, to avoid 

* the attack which he expeéted the next morning, retreat- 

ed in the night from Uznach. 

The fityation of the Ruffian army was thus rendered

the fucceffes of .Field-Marfhal Suwarrow would have 
rendered the fuccefs of the projected operation almoft 
certain, if we had fortunately been able to retain our 
pofition, At prefent the Field-Marfhal’s fituation will 
be rendered very critical, if timely notice has not been 
received by him of the retreat of the armies. 

I am forry to inform your Lordhhip, that from the 
seports I have received, there, is reafon to apprehend 
that the Swifs regiments of Bachman and Rovorea have 
fuffered confiderably. I have as yet received no exact 
accounts, and Iwill defer theretore making any report 
to your Lordthip till another opportunity occurs, as I

HAMBURGH MAIL. 

The Hamburgh mail, due on Wednefday lait, ar- 
rived ov Saturday. It was brought over in the Prince 
of Wales packet, Captain Hearn. It was reported, 
when the packet left the ‘Texel, that our troops had 
got into the Helder, and that the French, on account 
of the waters, had retreated to Alkmaar ; that on Fri- 
day laft the French in their retreat, burnt a village, and 
deltroyed feveral magazines; and that our fick and 
wounded were all on board tranfports, ready to fail the 
firft opportunity for England. 
Private letters from Italy ftate, that their Sardinian 
Majetties arrived at Leghorn on the 22d of September, 
in an. Englifh veffel, from whence they proceeded to 
their capital. 
From Naples we learn, thatzooo Neapolitan troops 
were marching to reintorce the befieging army of Rome. 
Some fugitives from the city of Ancona, reprefent 
the fituation of the inhabitants as inconceivably wretched :. 
Many people have been ftarved to death ; provifions 
were fo fcarce that even horfe flefh fold at an extrava- 
gant price. General Meunier, the Commandant, had 
been fummoned by the blockading Admirals, to furren- 
der ; and fome private advices mention the aétual capi- 
tulation of the place, of which the confirmation was 
moft confidently. expected at Bologna on the zoth ult. 
The Vienna Court Gazette of the 2d ult. contains a 
fupplement extraordinary, dated the 1ft, with the news 
of a.frefa victory of Prince Rohan over the French, in 
the Genoefe territusy, by which they loft from 3000 
to 4000 men. 
Prince Conde’s army was to effect its junction with 
that of Switzerland, on the 3d Oéober, as was like- 
wife a confiderable corps of Palatines. The French, 
who had advanced as faras Schaffhaufen, have already 
begun to retreat again, for fear of being furrounded. 
The Archdukes Charles and Ferdinand were to pafs 
at Donaufchingen on the’ 3d inftant, and the greater 
part of the troops had already paffed Stuttgard on the 
2d. Hence the offenfive operations in Switzerland nruft 
have begun again from al! fides. 
The Vienna official news from the army of Italy 
come down to the 17th of September. Other advices 
from thence dated Savigliano the 24th, {tate that Pig- 
nerol (once fo {trong a fortrefs as to be deemed one of 
the keys of Italy) had been ftormed by the Imperialifts 
on the 23d. Hence, Turin feems to be relieved from 
the danger of invafiou from that quarter of the French 
frontiers. 7 
The lateft advices from Switzerland are rather favour- 
able. Letters from Feldkirch of the 30th September, 
as well as from Lindau of the 1{t of Oober, mention 
General Jellachich’s arrival in the former place, and his 
having given the confolatory affurance that on the fame 
day the combined armies would advance again. .They 
alfo ftate, officially, news having been received there of 
a freth victory obtained by General Melas, near Aofta 
in Piedmont, on the frontiers of Savoy; of which we 
anxioufly expect the farther accounts from. Vienna. | 
Generals Suwarrow, Jellachich, and Auffenberg, are 
confidently mentioned to have formed a junétion, in the 
{maller cantons; and Conftance, we know, was retaken 
by the Imperialilts on the evening of the 30th Sep-

occalioned, it is true, great joy among the drooping {pi- 
rits ; but the Englifh mail of the 4th, not having arrived, 
and four capital houfes having been fince obliged to {top 
payment, it has caufed freth troubles among our mer- 
cantile men, and almoft fhaken the foundation of the 
very firlt houfes. ‘Indeed, the confequences of this evil 
ate incalculable, if the promifed fuccour does not arrive 
from England.—Of the four capital houfes ftopt pay- 
ment, one has declared itfelf bankrupt laft night, viz. 
Berend Roffen Solomon’s fon, for 1,237,80 marks 
banco.” 

To the failures at Hamburgh we have to add the fol- 
lowing, announced by this day’s mail: 

October 9. Pet. Elert von Resewig, for 22,477 marks banco; 
Pierre Ang. Joseph Hamoir du Croizie, under the firm of 
Mestivie, and Hamoir du Croizié, for 73,505 marks banco. 

October 11. H. A. F. Katter, for 63,000 marks banco; Ni- 
colaus Dominique le Lievre and Sons. for 300,000 marks 
banco; Hans Hin Springhorn and Herm. Hin. Kolls, 
under the firm of Springhorn and Kolls, for 67,3co marks 
banco. 

Weare forry to ftate, that an exprefs fent by a bye 
boat, which arrived before the. mail, brings an account 
of the failure of the howfe of Wolf, Leven, and Popert, 
one of -he greateft banking-houfes in Europe. The ge- 
neral calamity is not confined to Hamburgh only. It 
is rapidly extending to the other trading towns of the 
continent. Seven houfes have ftopt at Bremen, eleven 
at Frankfort, and fourteen at Ami{terdam.

RECEIVED THIS MORNING 
SWITZERLAND.

The unfortunate occurrences in Switzerland being 
already fufliciently known, I fhall confine myfe!f at pre- 
fent merely to giving the outlines of them, and {late the 
events which have taken place fince. 

On the 25th uit. the Ruffian corps under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Gen. Korfakow, on, the Limmat, and 
the column of Field-Marfhal Lieut. Hotze on the 
Linth, near Uznach, were defeated by the enemy. 
The former corps retreated by way of Eptifau, to the 
right bank of the Rhine, and the colamn of Field-Mar- 
thal Lieut. Hotze, on the 26th by St Gail into the 
diftri@ of Vorarlfberg. 

Field-Marfhal Prince Sawarrow was at Urferen, and 
General Auffenberg at Steig, on the 25th. 

On the 26th, Field-Marfhal Lieut. Lincken de- 
feated the enemy, and took prifoners two battalions of 
1300 men, with the whole of the ftaff and other offi- 
cers, and two ftand of colours, On the 28th he ad- 
vanced to Glaris.; but not being able to open a commu- 
nication, either to the right or to the left, he faw him- 
felf under the neceflity of withdrawing to the Grifon 
country on the 29th. 

Field-Marfhal Suwarrow, and the brigade of Gene- 
ral Auffenberg, having advanced as far as Swyz on the 
28th, arrived at Glarus on the 1f{t of O&tober ; but not 

being able to effect a junction with any other corps, 
Field-MarfhalSuwarrow was obliged to miarch to the 
Grifon country. " 

Field-Marfhal Suwarrow has, however, according to 
a circular letter which has been received this morning, 
defeated the enemy near Glarus, and took 1000 prifon- 
ers. At the fame time, the column of the Imperial 
Ruilian General Rofenberg made 1000 of the enemy 
prifoners near Marten, and took feverab pieces of can- 
non: The enemy’s lofs in killed and wounded, on this 
occafion, was likewife very confiderable.

Weare extremely concerned to announce the lofs of 
la Lutine frigate, Captain Skyrner, of 32 guns.

were in readinefs to 90 to her. When thé dawn broke, 
La Lutine was in vain looked for; the had gone to 
pieccs, and all on board unfortunately perithed, except 
two men, who were picked up, and one of whom 
has {ince died from the fatigue he had encountered. 
To this account, fo full of callamity, it is added, that 
La Lutine was to have proceeded to Hamburgh with 
money to. check the commercial failures in that place.

By th: Vienna Court Gazette of the sth inft. we 
have a confirmation of thédtorming of Pignerol by the 
Imperialifts, under Prince Lichten{tein, who command- 
ed in the room of General Out, who was ill. Major- 
General Bellegarde having been detached in fupport of 
General Kaim in his expedition again{t Suza, it com- 
pletely fucceeded. 

Rivoli has likewife been re-taken from the enemy by 
an inferior force. ‘They were attacked in both flank 
and rear. Night alone put an end to the contell. The 
enemy loft near 1000 men, 400 of whom were made 
prifoners. : 

The Court Gazette of the fame date contains the 
Archduke’s report of the affairs in Switzerland on the 
25th and 26th. He {tates that he had haftened with 
the greatelt part of his army towards Switzerland, having 
left a fufficient corps under Prince Schwarzenberg to 
cover Manheim. 

An exprefs from the Archduke ftates the account of 
a freth vitory obtained inf Switzerland by Suwarrow, 
near Glarus, in which about 1000 prifoners were taken. 
An equal number, with feveral pieces of cannon, were 
taken by General Rofenberg, near Matsen, befides a 
number killed and wounded. 

Immediately after the difatters of the allied troops, 
on the 25th, Field-Marfhall Lincken defeated the French 
corps oppoled to him in a moft complete manner, took 
two whole Battalions, amounting to 1300 men, prifoners 
with their colours, &c.
